PAPER. 


ting paper was in the first instance 
invented, there are a number of ways 
in which it can be of service to the house- 
wife, and of which many people are as yet 
unaware. A supply of a good quality of the 
thick white sort may well be kept at hand. 
After washing stains of whatever descrip- 
tion from ecrépe-de-chine or georgette, it is 
often difficult to avoid an unsightly mark ap- 
pearing when the article is dry. This may be 
remedied if a piece of blotting paper is applied 
immediately after wringing ; it wili absorb the 
moisture and leave the material clear. 
Grease marks may~be removed by prompt 
application. of blotting paper. Should the

irom should be passed over the blotting paper, 
the latter to be replaced when it becomes 
soiled, and the ironing. continue until all 
traces disappear. 

Placed underneath the cloth of a table on 
which bowls of flowers are standing, blotting 
paper wil] prevent a mark ing fixed on 
the table, and if the water is spilt the paper 
will soak it up, and no damage to the table 
will result. Indeed, fluids of any kind when 
spilt may be soaked up quickly by blotting 
paper, either laid flat or roiled into balls. . 

This paper may be relied upon also to 
remove all superfluous grease from soups and 
gravies; and fish and potatoes, when fried 
in a large quantity of fat, can be drained 
more satisfactorily if a sheet of blotting paper 
is first. laid upon the dish.

THE RISE 
STOCKS. 
Markets were interesting last week also for 
a substantial rise in the leading gilt-edged 
Stocks. The reason for that movement is 
sorhewhat paradoxical, for it can be attributed, 
at least im part, to the apprehensions of a 
period of dearer money. On the first indica- 
tions that we were likely to experience stiffer 
money rates the market dealers allowed them- 
selves to go short of stock, or they greatly 
reduced the amount on their books. An un- 
expected demand for stock appeared, and it 
was quickly found that the floating supply 
was so small that the demand could not be 
satisfied without raising prices materially 
The 5 per cent. War Loan, in particular, was 
bought for the purpose of securing the hali- 
yearly dividend, which will be paid on Decem- 
ber ist next, ‘and in regard to which the 
quotation will go ex dividend towards the end 
of this month. Gilt- edged securities, there- 
fore, have risen in face of rising money rates, 
a fairly heavy efflux of gold, and the com- 
petion of new loans. The rise in 5 per cent. 
War Loan to the neighbourhood of 1013 fully 
justifies the recommeniation of the stock in 
this column some time ago as perhaps the 
most attractive investment of this type. 


THE FUTURE OF MONEY. 


it would seem that the future of the Money 
market may largely depend upon the action 
of operators themselves.

Towards a New Economy. 


According to a statement attributed to 
a “high City authority” in London, a 
pronouncement of the highest importance 
will be made on next Wednesday. 
Apparently, it will take the form a joint 
declaration by a of leading 
bankers and business men, who will 
represent the economic interests of the 
entire Continent of Europe, as well as 
eof Britain and the 
America. An “extremely difficult”’ situa- 
tion has arisen in Europe, and a way out 
must be found “without delay.” Industry 
and commerce have been hampered very 
seriously by the policies that have been 
pursued by the nations since the war. 
Everywhere handicaps. have been placed 
upon the free intercourse of goods and 
services.

An intense and growing rivalry

| world has resulted in severe distress, while 


the virtual collapse of some of the chief 
currencies of Europe has given rise to 
widespread confusion. Business circles 
throughout Europe and the United States 
are calling now for. “a complete change 
of policy.” They are anxious that ruinous 
competition shall be replaced by co- 
operative effort, in which all the nations 
will join for the common good. The old 
order of things is dead. The first shell 
that burst in Belgium in 1914 shattered 
the easy economy of pre-war days. Within 
a few short years the edificé which had 
been built at the cost of so much painful 
labour was razed to the ground, and the 
foundations of a new and better building 
are now in the process of being laid.

Manifestly the former condition of affairs: 


cannot be restored. The world has gained 
a new outlook, and from the chaos of the 
last few years ideas are beginning to 
emerge which, if they are put into force, 
will bring about a complete change in the 
economic life of mankind. 

The movement towards a general 
economic settlement may be said to have 
begun at the Wiesbaden Conference, when 
the German and French Governments 
opened the negotiations which, after many 
checks and reverses, led finally to -the 
adoption of the Dawes scheme. Now 
matters are about to be carried a stage 
further. - Business leaders in Berlin deny 
all knowledge of next Wednesday’s 
announcement, but they are interested 
keenly in the news, and there is no doubt 
that they will give their heartiest support 
to anything that will hasten an economic 
rapprochement among the competitor 
nations of the world. Germany’s main 
interest, of course, is in the Treaty of 
Versailles, which, one of her writers has 
said, was written with the point of a 
bayonet. The revision of that instrument 
is the chief plank in Germany’s economic, 
as well as in her political, platform ; and 
it is understood that steps towards that 
end are likely to be taken without delay. 
Reports from Berlin state that the 
German Government is about to make 
concrete proposals to France in pursuit 
of the Thoiry agreement. err von 
Hoesch, Ambassador to Paris, is in Berlin

The lrish Railways. 
How far this year’s ‘prodigious increase 
in motor travelling and motor transport 
in. Ireland has affected the prosperity of 


the railways may be estimated in some 


measure by the railway traffic returns 
published in The Irish, Trade Journal. 
During the six months ending in June 


‘there was a heavy fall in the amount of 


coal fuels carried. This was due, of 


course, to the strike in the British mines, 


‘and to the same cause must be attributed, 


to a large degree, the: falling off in other 
branches of traffic. When due allowance 
is made: for the effects of the -strike, the 
returns for the railways’: wholly within 
Saorstát Eireann are more encouraging 
than many would be disposed to expect. 
In spite of all adverse circumstances, the 
number of passengers carried during the 
period reviewed was lower by less than 
1 per-cent., as-compared with the same 
period last year. The number of ordinary 
fares decreased by. 434,859, but the number 
of excursion and other cheap tickets issued 
rose by 380,928, so that the six months’ loss 
in fares carried numbered only 53,931. It is 
significant, on the other hand, to find that 
the figures for the Great Northern Rail- 
way of Ireland tell a different story. 
During the six months in question ordi- 
nary fares on this line fell in number: by 
381,220 to 751,540—or by one-third. 
Excursion and other cheap fares, instead 
of increasing as in the Frée State, fell, 
although by only a small margin. The 
total number of passengers carried 
was less by nearly 14 per cent. than 
in the same period last year. 
Quantities of general merchandise carried 


declined seriously. . The Great Northern 


Railway lies partly within the Free 
State and partly within Northern 
Treland, and separate statistics. for the 
portions of its permanent way lying on 
either side of the border are not available. 
It is, therefore, difficult to say with assur- 
ance what proportion of the large decline 
in business transacted is due to‘conditions 
in the North and what proportion to con- 
ditions in the South. Possibly. some loss 
of trade between North and South, owing 
to the discouragement caused by the exist- 
ence of a Customs border, is represented in 
the railway’s statistics. We are inclined 
to believe that this loss, happily, is com- 
paratively small at present, although we 
have not ceased to point out that the Free 
State Goverument’s tariff policy is bound 
discourage commercial intercourse 
between Irish citizens dwelling on either 
side of the frontier. The supreme cause 
for the Great Northern Railway’s traffic 
losses, we suspect, is to be found within 
the Six Counties. In Northern Ireland 


road motor transport has grown on a scale’ 


wholly unknown in the Saorstát. While 
private cars have multiplied in the South, 
the public motor vehicle has multiplied in 
the North, and to-day the roads of “the 
counties adjacent to Belfast carry a daily 
traffic that resembles that of the streets of 
a city. The institution of long-distance 
motor omnibus services in the Free State 
is but the beginning of changes that may 
produce, within a year, conditions in the 
Saorstát resembling those in the North. 
Unless a well-co-ordinated system of 
national transport is speedily devised, the 
next six months may show a wasteful com- 
petition between railway train and motor 
vehicle all over Ireland.

DUKE’S SPEECH.

- i ARBITRATION. 

The Committee does not recommend any 
change in the law relating to arbitration, but 
it expects that grounds for complaint will be 
removed by the “ga Gas of its recommenda- 
tions as to basis of payment, and that un- 
necessary delays will be avoided by allowing 
appeals to be made direct to the Supreme 
ourt,. by..extending. the powers of the 
County Registrar, and by improved Circuit 
/Court machinery. A further recommendation 

’ is that in every case the amount of costs be 
set, out in the decree, apart from the amount 
awarded as compensation, and also that the 
scale of costs usa to workmen's com- 
pensation should be reasonable to such an 
extent that there would be no solicitor and 
no client costs, and no necessity for them. 

The Committee makes certain suggestions 
as to the collection of statistics of workmen’s 
compensation, pointing out that previous 
statistics have not represented fully Free 
State conditions. The following matters, it 
considers, require reciprocal arrangements 
with Great Britain :— (a) Saorstat workmen 
employed in Great Britain or Northern Ire- 
land; (b) Saorstat seamen, etc., employed 
on British ships; {c) application to the 
Saorstat of the Anglo-French Convention Act 
of 1909; (d) matters relative to procedure, 
such as the transfer of funds from a British 
to a Saorstat Court or rice versa. 

The report, of which the foregoing outline 
appears in the /rish Trade Journal, will 
shortly be published by the Stationery Office.

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Statistics of the traffic and operation, of 
the Free State railways for the six months 
ended June, 1926, are given in this 
month's Trade Journal, the official organ 


merce. The figures show the effect on the 
railways of the stoppage of coal-mining 
in Great Britain that began on Ist May, 
and still continues, and oí the general 
strike in support of the miners, that lasted 
from Srd May to 12th May inclusive: 


COAL AND CATTLE TRAFFIC. 

During the months of May and June the 
Great Southern Railways Company carried 
36.233 tons of coal, coke, and: patent fuel, a 
reduction of 65,896 tons as compared with 
the corresponding months of 1925, The 
tonnage Carried for the four preceding months 
of the vear, 204,295 tona, had, however, 
already shown a decrease of 13,768 tons as 
compared with the corresponding four months 
of 1925, although in April there was an in- 
crease of 9,064 tons, evidently in anticipation 
of the mining stoppage. 

The quantity of live stock, converted into 
tons, carried by the Great Southern Railways 
for the six months was 204,224 tons, or 11, 
tons less than in the corresponding period of 
1925. The beginning of the year witnessed 
a continuation of the great decline in this 
traffic experienced last year. As the months 
advanced a revival became apparent until, in 
the month of May, the cross-Chaznel labour 
troubles occasioned a set-back. The live stock 
trafic for that month was 5,908 tons less than 
in May, 1925. The June figures indicate a 
recovery, an increase of 2,354 tons over June, 
1925, being shown. 

Minerals other than fuel showed for the six 
months an increase of 7,334 tons to 74,616 
Lons 

GENERAL MERCHANDISE. 

General merchandise carried by the Great 
Southern Railways in the six mm %ths 
amounted to 846,287 tons, an increase of 
15,719 tons. The tonnage carried for the 
four months, January to April, inclusive, had 
shown an increase of 16,015 tons; in May 
there was a decrease of 6,611 tons, equivalent 
to 4.6 per cent. of the tonnage of May, 1925. 
A greater reduction might have been ex- 
pected, having regard to the magnitude of 
the British industrial interruption, When it 
is observed that, notwithstanding the con- 
tinuance of the mining stoppage, the June 
“tonnage shows an increase of 6,515 tons as 
compared with June, 1925, there appear to 
be grounds for concluding that there is an 
appreciable stirring of internal business quite 
unaffected by external affairs. 

In the case of general merchandise the 
average length of haul for six months hac 
increased slightly from 61.88 to 62791 miles 

CHEAP FARE PASSENGERS. 

““ At first sight,” comments the ''Journa!,” 
“ this suggests a lessening of the proportion 
of short-haul traffic by reason of increased 
road motor competition. Examination of the 
figures shows, however, that the average dis 
tance carried was but little altered in tie 
months of January, February, March, and 
June, and that appreciable lengthening of 
the haul was confined to the months of Apri! 
and May. These figures do not, therefore, 
support a conclusion that, by reason of a 
growth of road motor competition, short-haut 
merchandise traffic on the Great Southern 
Railways has increased proportionately less 
than long-distance traffic. The average haul 
for June, 1926—namely, 61.31 miles, shows 
quite & normal variation from that for June, 
1925, which was 61.24 miles. 

The '“ Journal’’ goes on to show that, 
while the number of passengers at ordinary 
fares (excluding  season-ticket peeer) 
originating on the Great Southern Railways 
for the six months decreased by 434,859 to 
5,815,421, the number of passengers originat- 
ing at excursion and other cheap fares in- 
creased by 380,928 to 1.553,550. The tote! 
number of assengers ** originating,” 
5,571,971, AA ny net decrease of 53,931, or 
less than 1 per cent. The greater part, both 
of the reduction In ordinary passengers and 
the increase in “ cheap fare” ‘passengers, 
took place in the months of May. and June. 


THE GREAT NORTHERN. 

With regard to railways partly within and 
partly outside of the Free State, the 
‘‘Journal’’ explains that particulars of the 
trafic passing over the lines in the Free 
State as distinct from those outside are avi 
available. On the whole system of the 
Great Northern Railway the tonnage of coal, 
coke and patent fuel carried for the mo ‘his 
oi May and June, 1926, was 13,175 ions, a 
reduction of 43,211 tons. For the preceding 
four months the tonnage was 119,445 tons, a 
reduction of 739 tons. 

The quantity, expressed in tons, of live 
stock carried by the Great Northern Com- 
pany for the six months amounted to 57,258 
tons, a reduction of 12,557 tons distributed 
over the whole period, but greatest in May. 
_Minerals other than fuel showed for the 
six months an increase of 4,518 tons to 
61.157 tons. 

General merchandise carried by the Great 
Northern Railway Company in the six 
months amounted to 367,541 tons, a reduc- 
tion of 25,630 tons fairly distributed 
throughout the period. 


THE AVERAGE HAUL. 

‘This company’s experience in regard to 

the lengthening of the average haul appears 
to be more definite,” 1:emarks the ‘‘ Journal,” 
“than that of the Great Southern, and to 
indicate clearly a loss-of  sbort-distance 
traffic. A substantial lengthening of the 
average haul is observable in every month of 
the period except February, and the total 
result for the six months is an increase from 
59.15 to 62.08 miles.”’ 
_ The number of passengers at ordinary 
fares (excluding _ season-ticket holders 
originating on the Great Northern Railway 
for the six months was 751,540, a reduction 
of 381,220 as compared with the correspond- 
mg six months of 1925, The number 
originaling at excursion and other cheap 
fares was 1,682,856, a reduction of 13,422 
she total number of passengers originating, 
2.454 ,596, showetl a decrease of 394,642, or 
15.95 per cent. It will be observed that the 
greater part of the passenger traffic had 
aiready passed into the ‘‘ cheap fare ” class, 
and that further losses in ordinary 
passengers are not counter-balanced 
in “ cheap fare ” passengers.

Mr. de Valera, who was warmly received; 
said that there were really only two parties 
in Ireland to-day—those who stood for 
Ireland and those who stood for’ England. 
They could have no doubt that Fianna Fail 
stood for Ireland. They claimed for the 
Irish people the right to rule themselves with- 
out dictation from anybody outside Ireland. 
He did not think that the people of Ireland 
were in that position to-day: . Their : oath- 
bound representatives could not serve two 
masters—England and Ireland. They could 
not show loyalty to their own country and to 
a foreign Power at the same time. Eng- 
land’s policy was not Ireland’s policy, and 
English interests were not Irish interests. 
His policy, he said, was to make Irish in- 
terests paramount, to build up Irish industry 
by full protection, develop the home markets 
and exports, and thus give employment to 
th-ir own people, instead of exporting all 
their raw material and fostering emigration, 
as_at present, they should also reduce 
taxation, for the burdén at present forced on 
the people was excessive and beyond their 


eans, 

They had far too many police and an 
Army. costing two and-a half millions. What 
did they. gob, or. what did they. want. this

foreign enemy. The Arm, was t to, 
‘ensure the triumph of the English policy 
brought abont by the Treaty.

Viewed as a State Army, 
it was far more costly tin Armies ot sim.‘ar 
countries. The police were as Lumecrous as 
the old police, and, hke them, were doing 
political’ work. If Ireland was gá free 
and fairly governed this big Army and large 
police force would not be necessary. The 
country. was burdened with pensions, and the 
only economy practised by the State was in 
reducing the old age pensions... -The most 
awful deed in the history of Ireland was the 
partition of the country. It was done with- 
out the pecple’s approval, and the people 
were not responsible “for it. Those who 
slavishly signed the partition pact should not 
be re-elected, for that would mean the 
people’s approval of the awful deed against 
the nation’s integrity. 


MEETING IN DUNGARVAN. 
Speaking in Dungarvan last night, Mr. 
de Valera referred to the payment of £10,000 
a year to the Governor-General, and said that 
it was wholly in the interest. of a foreign 
Power that they were et £40,000 a year 
to the Senate. Then the Dail consisted of 
153 members, while 100 should be sufiicient, 
and there were 75 State officials receiving 
over £1,000 a year each. The men elected to 
represent them were in the position of 
trustees, and none of them would pay out of 
his own pocket the salaries that they give to 
these public servanis- It was easy to 
generous with the money of others. (Cheers.) 
£200 should be sufficient for the public repre-

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BELFAST WORKMEN AND THE 
CONDITIONS OF SURCHARGE. 


At the monthly meeting of the Belfast Dis- 
trict Committee of Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Trades Federation, Mr. Robert 
M‘Clurg (President) in the chair, Mr. H. C. 
Spiers submitted a report on the efforts rade 
to obtain an official definition of the powers 
of the Government to surcharge public bodies 
in relation to contracts. This matter, he said. 
was taken up by the Federation as the result 
of statements made to deputations appearing 
before the Belfast City Council requesting tho 
placing of contracts with local firms. Such 
statements were to the effect that members of 
the Corporation would be surcharged 1f con- 
tracts for local requirements were given to cny 
but the lowest tender. 

Mr. Speirs added that, from information 
verbally conveyed to him by Northern 
Government Ministers, no surcharge wuld 
be enforced if contracts were placed with 
local firms, provided that the tenders vere 
not far in excess of any others received. 

In this connection the Secretary icad a 
letter from the Ministry of Home Affairs 
which explained the powers and duties of an 
auditor, and went on to state :— 

“The Ministry is also empowered, under 
Section 63 of the Local Government (Irelana) 
Act, 1898, to decide an appeal against a sur- 
charge according to the merits of the case and 
to remit the surcharge though it was lawfuily 
made if it finds that the subject matter 
thereof was incurred under such circumstances 
as to make it fair and equitable that the 
surcharge should be remitted.” :

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POSITION IN IRELAND AND 
ENGLAND. 

From OUR AGRICULICRAL CORRESPONDENT. 

This season s potato crop in Great Britain 
is expected to be less than last years oy 
about 679,000 tons. No definite figures are 
available for Freland as a whole, but in the 
Six-County area the acreage is slighily less 
than last year, being 150,100 acres as aguinol 
154,000 acres in 1925. Owing to. the pre- 
valence. of disease iu some parts of those 
counties the yield of good potatoes per acre 
will probably suffer. in the [vish Free State 
no aciual figures as to acreage are yet avall- 
able. Owing to the favourable season, the 
quality of the tubers has been consistently 
good, but yields are not likely to be over the 
average, as many of the potatoes are some- 
what small. One advantage of this condition 
is that a larger quantity of suitable potatoes 
will be available for seed next season. If, in 
addition, there is likely to be a shortage in 
the crop all over, growers may reap the 
advantage in better prices. At present the 
prices are so small that people find it better 
to give the potatoes to pigs. One cause of 
the depression is the fact that growers have 
been putting large quantities on the market. 
Jt is expected that sound tubers will be worth 
more money shortly. 

THE ENGLISH ANT SCOTCH CROPS. 

In the ‘‘ Agricultural Market Report “it 1s 
stated that the total production of potatoes 
en agricultural holdings in England and 
Wales this year is expected to be only about 
2,706,000 tons against 3,214,000 tons in 1925 
and 2.696.000 tons in 1924.
